Claim Objections 



1 . The claims are objected to because the of the excessive and confusing spacing 
between the claim lines, making reading and entry of amendments difficult. Substitute 
claims with lines one and one-half or double spaced on good quality paper are required, 
without the excessive spacing between claims. Also, each claim should be labeled as 
"Claim 1", "Claim 2", "Claim 3", etc. in the left margin at the beginning of each claim. 
See 37 CFR 1.52(b). 

2. Also, the word "formula" in the last line of page 22 is misspelled. 



3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



5. The claims are generally indefinite, failing to conform to current U.S. practice. 
They are full of inconsistencies, contradictions and undefined variable. 
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For instance, 

In claim 1 , from which 2-1 3 depend, it is uncle if the antioxidant can be phthalide 
if the polymer is PVC polycarbonate, polyether or a mixture thereof. In the first 
instance, the claim recites that the antioxidant cannot be phthalide if these are 
selected as the polymer. However later in the same claim, applicant recited that 
it is phthalide if one of these polymer are selected. Is or is not the antioxidant 
phthalide if the polymer is PVC, polycarbonate, polyether or a mixture thereof. 

In claim 14, from which claims 15-17 depend, the variable G and Ri are not 
defined. 

In claim 18, from which claim 19 and 20 depend, the variable Ri is not defined. 

6. Without a clear understanding as to what methods applicant is claiming, the 
following references appear to be pertinent to applicant's disclosure: Fielding et al (US 
4,082,716), Jarger at al. (US 1 ,941 ,474) and Peter Sorera, New trends in Polymer
